There are 1000 books, newly 
printed, in the Town Hall, which 
show in detail the assessments of 
every parcel of land and every 
building in Wilmington, The books 
are on Sale, and the price is $1 each 

Wilmington paid $1700 to have 
the books printed and they were 
delivered yesterday, Other than 
the cover, the books are really 
reprints of the pages used by the 
Assessors and other officials of 
the town, in the town’s tax records, 
This is the first such printing of 
such information since 1955, 

One unexpected detail to be found 
in the books are marks which have 
been made by the Assessors for 
their own computations, These 
marks were to have been erased, 
before printing, but were not, 

For instance, the letter ‘’ ap- 
pears from place to place, against 
@ property assessed, This means 
that there is also a Personal Pro- 
perty assessment involved, Not 
every case of Personal Property 
is so marked, however, 

And where a property is being 
charged for Betterments, street 
or water, there Is sometimes an

ment case is not necessarily so 
marked, 

Assessments of house lots seem 
to be between $1500 for the low~ 
est and $4500 for the highest, with 
the higher priced houselotsappear 
ing in some fistances at least, in 
the new housing developments, 
Most of the houselots in Wiimtng- 
ton are assessed at a price be- 
tween $2500 and $4000, 

Assessment of Industrially 
Zoned land in Wilmington varies 
from $4000 an acre™for ‘unim- 
proved’ land to $18,000 an acre 
for operational plant sites, 

Commercially zoned land has the 
highest relative assessments, The 
assessments vary, depending on 
location, 

Some commercially zoned land 
along Main Street is assessed at 
$125 a front foot ~ and this seems 
to be the highest rate, Other pro- 
pertles along Main Street are as- 
sessed at $100 a front foot, and 
some at $75 a front foot. Many of 
the commercially zoned properties 
along Middlesex Avenue are also 
assessed at the.$75 4 front foot 
price.
